Section 1. SHORT TITLE.--This act nmay be cited as the
"State H ghway and Transportation Departnment Appropriation
Act".
Section 2. DEFINITIONS.--As used in the State H ghway
and Transportation Departnment Appropriation Act:
A. "federal funds" nmeans any paynent by the United
St ates governnent to state government or state agencies,
except those paynents made in accordance with the federa
M neral Lands Leasing Act and the State and Local Fiscal
Assi stance Act of 1972, as anended;
B. "general fund" neans that fund created by
Section 6-4-2 NMSA 1978 and includes the severance tax incone
fund and the federal M neral Lands Leasing Act receipts; and
C. "other state funds" neans:
